More than 500 agricultural 
employees showed up at South 
Bay Growers Sept..3 to protest 
the proposed North American 
Free Trade Agreement (NAFTA). 
with Mexico. In keeping with the

"We are Americans worried 
about our jobs," said South Bay 
Commissioner Willie- Marshall.

The lake 
project is part of a $1.4 million allocation from 
the District this year for melaleuca eradication 
and biocontrol studies. ^ 

Originally imported from Australia, melaleuca 
has no native enemies in Florida. It has invaded 
many areas of south Florida, including the Ever- 


Some of the largest, most mature forests of 
melaleuca trees in south Florida can be found 
around the marshy banks and western littoral 
zone of Lake Okeechobee. Efforts to remove this 
invasive non-native tree have begun by the 
South Florida Water Management District. Left 
unchecked, melaleuca can take over and form a 
dense monoculture; thus upsetting the balance 
of native plant and animal species. 

The eradication project is made possible by a 
$200,000 contract for melaleuca control 
approved by the District Governing Board in 
July. The project involves cutting through the 
tree and spraying the remaining stump with 
herbicide. A few of the trees are allowed to stand 
to warn boaters away from protruding stumps.

Senate saves $5.3 million
